Oldest Actress on the American 
Stage Succumbs to 
Apoplexy. 


CHICAGO, Dee. 2.—Mrs. George Henry 
Gilbert, the oldest actress on the American 
stage, died in her rooms at the Sherman 
House today, shortly after she had suf- 
fered a stroke of apoplexy. 

The apopleetic stroke came while Mrs. 
Gilbert was alone with her maid. The maid 
first sought to lift her onto a couch, but 
realizing that Mrs. .Gilbert’s attack was a 
grave one, the maid left her where she 
had fallen and summoned the house physi- 
cian, who responded immediately to the call. 
He pronounced the condition of Mrs. Gil- 
bert critical.

“Granny,”’ began at 
Powers’ Theater last Monday and until 
today the vererable actress had appeared 
to be in ‘her usuai health.

FRED WITTROCK 
TIES AT HOME

Organizer of an Unique Scheme of 
Theft, He Kept Up the Interest 
in His Crime by Letters to the 
Newspapers,

SERVED SIX-YEAR TERM

Express Company Whose Money 
He'Stole Recovered Most of the 
Sum by Consenting to His Com- 
promise,

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Dac. 2.—Fred 
Wittrock, who twelve years ago ended a 
tern in the penitentiary for taking part in 
a train robbery between St. Louis and 
Kansas City, is dead at the home of his 
mother here, of la grippe, aged 44 years, 
Wittrock, whose family is highly respected, 
had been in business here for several years 
past. 

He was released from the Jefferson City 
penitentiary Sept. 28, 1892, after serving 
six years. 

The robbery for which Fred Wittrock, 
alias Jim Cummings, was sentenced, oc- 
curred on the night of Oct. 25, 1886. Just 
before the 8t. Louls & San Francisco 
train, which left St. Louis at 8:25 that even- 
ing, pulled out of the Union Depot Wittrock 
boarded it and presented an order signed 
"by Route Agent Barrett of the Adams Ex- 
press Co., instructing David S. Fothering- 
ham, the messenger of the train, to break 
him in and show him the work of a mes- 
senger. In the order Wlitrock’s name wus 
given as Jim Cummings. 

After the train got out some distance 
Wittrock placed a revolver to Fothering- 
ham's head and forced the messenger to 
submit to being bound and gagged and to 
give up the keys to the safe. Wittrock 
then took the money from the safe, some- 
where in the neighborhood of $48,000. The 
‘robbery occurred between Meramec™ Sta- 
tion and Minckes’ Bluffs, and near SBt. 
Malir,. fifty-two miles from St. Louis. The 
oF wes flagged by two colored men, who 
had geen a hugeé rock on the track. Witt- 
rock made his escape and Fotheringham 
was found bound and gagged in the ex- 
press car, having managed to make him- 
self heard. 

Fotheringham was suspected as an ac- 
complice and held a prisoner for some 
time. afterward bringing suit against 
the company for false imprisonment, and 
recovering heavy damages. Wittrock, 
who had a satrain-of humor in him, wrote 
several letters to the St. Louis news- 
papers, signing them Jim Cummings. In 
these he exonerated Fotheringham, but 
they only served to fasten suspicion the 
stronger on the messenger. Finally, 
through the late James Galvin, a St. 
Louls newspaper reporter, the express 
officials were put on the trail of a rail- 
road brakeman named Moriarity, who 
was to have aided Wittrock in the job, 
but weakened. Moriarity had been given 
$2000 by Wittrock to keep quiet, and 
was spending the money like a lord. He 
gave away the whole job to the Pinker- 
tons, and told them where Wittrock and 
his pals, Bob Haight and William Weav- 
er, could be found. The trio were ar- 
rested, and Weaver given five and the 


other two seven years each in the pent- 
tentiary on pleas of guilty. Most of the 
money was recovered, though Wittrock 
refused to tell where all of it was. 

Wittrock was an intelligent and fairly 
educatel man, and wrote a good hand. 
His letters to the St. Louis newspapers 
were full of Latin quotations and quaint 
sayings, and ceuched in good-natured 
ralllery. The first letter came from To- 
peka;: Kan., dnd the letter that fastened 
the crime upon him from Chicago, where 
he was running a coal yard and spend- 
ing money like a prince.

A cold wave, accompanied by a drizzle 
and. according: to the local weather fore- 
caster, to bring with it later the first snow 
of the season in St. Louis, began to make 
iteelf felt in a premonitory way at 1 o'clock 
Friday morning. 

It grew cold repidly, and the wind-driven | 
drizzle made it seem colder than it was. 

The cold weather came from the west, 
where, Friday morning, they were having 
the coldest weather and the deepest snow 
of the season. In Nebraska the tempera- 
ture dropped as low as 10 degrees above 
zero, and up in the northwest they were 
having worse than zero weather. The cold- 
est point was Prince A'bert, Canada, where 
the theromometer showed a record of 26 
degrees below zero. 

There wi'l be nothing Iike either of these 


marks reached in St. Louis as a result of } 


the present cold spell, but ft Is expected 
that people who wipe the frost off their 
mercury glass. tubes about daylight Sat- 
urduy morning will find the fluid pointing 
a warning finger at the %-degree mark. 
That will be cold enough, as it me@ans a 
drop of a good W degrees within % hours. 
The appreach of the cold wave was fore- 
seen by the local weather forecastcr Thurs- 
day, as was told in the Post-Dispatch. At 
that time a storm, which had formed in 
the west, was central over Colorado and 
Kansas and moving eastward; at the same 
time, a snowstorm, with very cold weather, 
was prevalent in the upper lake regions 
and the northern tier of states, and swirl-

JAPANESE LOSSES

Fifteen Thousand Casualties in 
48 Hours on the Side of the Vic- 
tors Is Reported by Chinese 


Sources. 


TOKIO, Dec. 2, 3 p. m—It 

here that the Russians have attempted to 
retake 20%-meter hill. They assembled a 
retake 23 Meter hill. They assembled a 
strong force and assaulted the position, but 
were repulsed with heavy loss. The 
Japaese finding sallors. among the Kus-

It is stated, the correspondent gdds, that 
within the last 48 hours the Japanese cas- 
ualties have totaled 15,000, and it is asserted 
that the attacks have been planned to con- 
tinue until Dec. 10, when, it is hoped, the 
capture of Port Arthur will be completed. 


TOKIO, Dec. 2, 11 a. m.—Impertal head- 
quarters makes the announcement that 17 
officers have been killed and #4 wounded in 
the fleld, but does not mention the pu.ace. 
It is presumed that it was at Port Ar- 
thur. 

/The details of the attack of the swords- 
‘inen at Port Arthur are unknown here, and 
a difference of opinion exists as to whether 
any of the attacking parties were armed 
exclusively with swords. Possibly many of 
the soldiers carried swords in addition to 
their bayonets, for the Japanese retain 
much ancient respect for the sword and 
continue training with it, despite the op- 
position of the officers of the newer school. 

The results of this sword attack ‘were 
evidently negative. The wounded leg of 
Gen. Nakamura has been amputated. 

The party under Gen. Sdito retired ana 
did not press the attack. 


RUSSIAN VICTORY 
NEAR TSINKHETCHEN 


ST. PETERSBIJRG, Dec. 2.—Dispatches 
received from Mukden today say that Gen. 
Rennenkamp’'s force Noy. 30 drove the Jap- 
anege out of a new position southward of 
Tsinkhetchen. The fighting was short and 
sharp. fhe Japanese burned their supply 
depots In three villages and retreated, pur- 
sued by Cossacks so far as the Taitse 
river. The Japanese losses were about 50 
killed and 100 wounded. The Cossacks de- 
stroyed a Japanese telegraph line and oc- 
cupied the village of Suidun, about seven 
and one-half miles southeast of Tsink- 
hetchen.

New conditions of admission were encoun- 
tered. The stiles did not turn for the pa- 
per and pasteboard which had caused them 
to turn before. Nothing looked good to the 
gatemen except the covers of photograph 
passes and complimentary card passes and 
money. Holders of the, covers of photo- 
graph passes were able to get in by writ- 
ing their names and the numbers of their 
passes on cards, which were deposited fn 
lieu of the coupons which had been torn out. 

The price of admission was the same as 
during the Fair, 50 cents. 

The gates were not open for paid ad- 
missions unt/l] 8 o'clock and no one will 
be admitted for money after 6:30 o'clock 
in the evening.

Task of Restoration Will Not Be- 
gin Until Spring, Says Sec- 
retary Stevens. 


The main. picture of the World's Fair 
will probably stand through the winter just 
as it is. 

Secretary Stevens said Friday that the 
actual work of restoring the park could 
hardly begin until some time next summer, 
and that, inasmuch as the exhibitors have 
90 days in which to remove theif exhibits, 
the main exhibit buildings will hardly be- 
gin to come down before the first of next 
March. 

On the other, hand, Mr. Stevens says, the 
Horticultural building wiil begin to tall 
within the next two weeks, the exhibits 
there being of such a nature that they can 
be easily and speedily removed. 

The state and foreign buildings and the 
structures on the Pike will begin to come 
dgéwn at once, and some of them will be 
completely dsmantled within the next ten 
days. 

Such buildings as the Transportation 
building, in which the exhibite are of great 
bulk, and cannot be rushed away, will 
hardly be touched by the wreckers before 
some time in the early part of next year. 
The owners of such exhibits as these will 
probably avail themselves of the 90-day 
time limit. 

Mr. Stevens says plans for the restora. 
tion of the park have not been agreed upon. 
The Exposition company is at work with 
them, and now that the rush of the Fair- 
end is over, there will be time in which 
to consider them with some deliberation. 
The Exposition company is to submit its 
plans to the Board of Public Improvements, 
and, in the event they are approved, the 
work will go ahead as soon as the frost 
is out of the ground. 

Mr. Stevens says the plans of the Ex- 
position Company will not be divulged un- 
til the Board of Public Improvements has 
passed upon them. 

It is the understanding about the Ad- 
ministration building that everything on 
the Fair site, but the main section of the 
Palace of Fine Arts ts to be swept away 
by the wreckers. It is also understood 
that the plans of the Exposition company 
contemplates the laying of a great stair- 
way where the Cascades come down the 
hill from the Fine Arts Palace, this stair- 
way to lead up to the entrance to the 
city museum, to be made of the art struc- 
ture.

Custodians of World’s Fair 94ri- 
| entals Return and Tell Stories 
of Journey. 


Sim Harris, secretary, and Adolph Hart- 
mann, sergeant-at-arme of the Republican | 
city central committee, have returned from ‘ 
San Francisco, after stowing away on the 
Oriental stean:ship Coptic the M8 Chinese 
men, 14 Chinese women and 17 Japanese 
geisha girls, who were ordered deported 
from the United States by the Federal au- 
thorities. 

Mr. Harris was a special United States 
deputy marshal in charge of the expedition, 
appointed by Marshal Morsey, and Mr, 
Hartmann was a deputy marshal and chief 
of the guarda, 

Republican politicians are temporarily 
forgetting about the fight for United States 
senator, listening to storles from Harris 
and Hartmann. 

“We managed to fool the Chinese in 
San Francisco, who were planning to help 
their countrymen in our charge,"’ said Mr. 
llarris Friday. ‘They had contemplated 
instituting habeas corpus proceedings and 
thus preventing us from placing the Chin- 
ese on a-trans-Pacific steamer. We sus- 
pected this plan, and to forestall it we 
wired the (Federal authorities at San Fran- 
cisco to a tug waiting for us at the 
Oakland pier. We arrived at night and the 
tug was there. The Chinese were marched 
from the,’train on the Oakland pter right 
into the/tug. They thought they were be- 
ing ferried acrose the bay to San Fran- 
cisco. Instead they were being carried out 
through’ the Golden Gate into the Pacific 
where the Coptic awaited them. When the 
Frisco Chinamen awoke to the situation 
their countrymen were on their way hore. 

“The Chinese did not want to go home, 
neither the men nor women. About six 
of the men were very ugly at the start. 
but when they saw three guards with re- 
volvers in each car, they calmed down and 
made no more tr@ible. Only one China- 
man in the lot devised what I think was 
a plan to escape. That Was Anton Wanag, 
the Chinaman who was formerly the valet 
to Dr. Hardy of the German commission 
to the World's Fair. Between Ogden. 
Utah, and Reno, Nev., he declared he had 
been robbed by some other Chinaman of 
his wallet containing an English banknote 
and $72 in currency. He wanted to get off 
at Reno and call officers to find his be- 
longin If he had been allowed to get 
off 1 think he would have started habeas 
corpus proceedings and tied up the whole 
party. But we didn't let him do so. Soon 
afterward the pocketbook was found. 

‘Wang was the aristocrat of the Chin- 
ese contingent. He speaks several lian- 
guages fluently. He insisted that he could 
not understand the jargon spoken by the 
other Chinamen. He refi to eat with 
them and Awe permitted him to buy his 
own meals in the buffet car. He had plenty 
of money.

“The Chinamen were carried in ex 
coaches—day coaches. At night they slept 


in astonishing sitions. Sometimes they 
would seem to be piled one on top of the 
other like a crowd: of football players on 
top of the ball. Sometimes one sleeping 
Chinaman would have his feet reating on 
the face of another one. 

“The Chinamen ate, smoked and gambled 
all the four bag oe days of the trip out. They 
iulmost drove the'negro porters crazy. All 
of them declared they would quit at the 
porters had to sweep 
out these six cars eight times a day. 

‘The Chinamen would throw the rice and 
other foods on the floor when they had eat- 
en all they wanted. All day long they 
smoked vile-smeiling pipes and cigarettes. 
Not once on the trip was one window in 
any of the six cars opened. 

“Not orce in the four das did one of 
these Chinamen permit a drop of water to 
touch his face. 

‘The Chinese women gambled and smoke] 
just like the men. They would smoke after 
they went to bed—they were in a tourist 
sleeper. The guards were compelled to 
stay up all night watching that they or the 
Chinese men did not set the cars on fire. 

“At times the Chinese women begged 
piieously not to be taken back to China. 
They declared solemniv that they wi!! be 
killed when thev get back. 

he Japanese women were wholly dif- 
ferent from the Chinese. They were excep- 
tiorally well behaved and remarkably care- 
ful about their personal appearance. Fach 
geisha girl carried two minicure sets, aad 
every moring ©2e manicured fingers aid 
toes. :

A warrant charging murder in the sec- 
ond degree was issued Friday morning by 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Daltoig 
agcinst Henry Berner, who lives with his 
uncle, Ferdinand Wolff, on Big Bend road 
in St. Louis County, for killing Thomas 
Wilson Inman of 15% Billon avenue, Thurs- 
day afternoon. Berner is 17 years old and 
Inman was 19. 

Berner, who is in the Fourt Courts hoki- 
over, will be transferred to the city jall: 

Mr. Dalton referred the case of John 
Meyer of 1113 Glasgow avenue, who was 
implicated ‘with Berner in the death of 
Inman, to the, grand jury, because he had 
no jurisdiction in the case of Meyers, he 
belng slightly under 16 years of age. 

Mr. Dalton’s action was taken because, 
on account of the congestion of business 
in the Coroler's office, owing to the rhange 
of administration, an inquest on the body 


day. 

Inman was shot through the head and 
instantly killed by a bullet from a 32-cali- 
bre cat rifie at 12:30 o’clock Thursday af- 
ternoon while passing the woods on the 
Big Bend road near the River des Peres, 
near the southwest city limits.

According to stiitements) siade by the 
boys who accompanied Inman, the four 
were walking along Watson road, and as 
they passed the garden patch of Ferd'‘nand 
Wolff two boys appeared from behind some 
bushes and began firing at them with tar- 
get rifles. They say they do not know the 
exact number of shots fired. They thirk it 


was six or seven. 

The first shot struck Arthur Haley's cap 
and knocked it off. Another struck Inman 
in the left temple and he fell to the ground 
without uttering a word. He died almost 


instantly. 

The boys state that as soon as Inman 
fell, the two boys who were doing the 
shooting turned about and ran to olff'’s 
barn not far away. 

In response to a telephone message Act- 
ing Sergeants Riley and Coleman and Po- 
licemen Meaney and Whalen of the Mount- 
ed district rode to the scene of the shooting. 
They found the body of Inman lying at the 
side of the road, where it had been carried 
from the center of the road by his com- 

nions. 
Pithe police immediately searched the 
Wolff barn. They found a single-shot Win- 
chester target rifle, a red sweater, a hunt- 
ing bag and several boxes of coverages 
found secreted in a barrel near the house. 

Henry Berner, a nephew of Wolff, was 
found near the house and was arrested. 
Hans Meyer was arrested at his home on 
Glasgow ‘avenue a short time later. Meyer 
is a cousin of Berner.

SOON IN PRIVATE CAR

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—While it has been 
Officially announced that the claim of one 
of her iargest creditors—the one whose 
suit brought about all the publicity given 
her affairs—would be satisfactorily settled 
there was no diminwiion of interest today 
in the case of Mrs. Chadwick, the Cleve- 
land «woman whose financial affairs have 
furnished a series of sensations almost un- 
paralled. 

The claim of Herbert B. Newton, the 
Brookiipe, Mass., man, for nearly $200,000 
which apparentty has been removed from 
further consideration according to a state- 
ment of Mrs. Chadwick's attorneys, was 
Only an incident. Other claims still pend- 
ing are known to aggregate four times 
that amount they say and, for all they 
Know, may total one hundred times the 
sum named by Newton. Many of the 
claims against ther, the attorneys say, 
fact and at the proper 
time the claims will be shown to be fraud- 
ulent. 

That all the just debts will be met they 
still mainiain and at the same time make 
the announcement that ‘Mrs. Chadwick 
will have millions left when all her cred- 
itors have been satisfied. 

Mre. Chadwick is still in her suite of 
roctms at the Holland House, but she ‘has 
notified the management that she will give 
up her rooms either today or tomorrow. 
it is believed that she gwill quit the’ city 
tomorrow, when she will go either to her 
home in Cleveland to be present at the 
hearing on an application for a receiver 
for her property, or else she will travel 
South. It is Baid that she has engaged a 
private car for her journey. 

“Powerful aid hae saved the day for her.’’ 

This statement was made today by 
George Ryall, of local counsel for Herbert 
D. Newton, in discussing the settlement of 
his client's claim against Mrs. Chadwick.

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Pittsburg, Boston, New York and Phil- 
adelphia,” and that she wished him to take 
cnuire charge of this during her absence, 
collect ail rents, and in’ fact, act entire- 
ly as her agent for all this vast property. 
Naturally this was a piece of business 
that dves not*‘come the way of a man 
every day, and he was quite carried off his 
feet by what he considered his great for- 
tune. 

“It happened in this case, as it has hap- 
pened in every case where Mrs. Chadwick 
hag gone to 4 man with a business prop- 
osition.
